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Aircraft Losses In Viet War Near 3,000; Cost Over $3 Billion 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
The 
Vietnam war has now claimed 
nearly 3,000 U.S. planes and Hel- 
iroplers—mechanical victims of 
enemy ^juns, .sabotage, 
acci- 
dents or wear and tear. 


The dollar loss amounts to 
more then $3 WBion, It mounts

higher daily in air operationij 
reaching unprecedented levels. 
Already the amount of bwnfos 
dropped in Nortii and South 
Vietnam exceeds all the Ameri- 
can tonnage dropped in World 
War II. 


The latest breakdown from 


the Defense Depftrtment—as of 
Nov. 30-listed 2,956 fixed- and 
rotarj'-wing aircraft losses in 
the war zone. 


This includes 1,401 planes and 
I helicopters destroyed by enemy 
action in the air or on the 
I ground in North or South Viet- 


nam and 1,555 others lost to ac- 
cidents, attrition or hostile ac- 
tion in other areas of Southeast 
Asia. 


The hostile das« includes 758 
fixed-v/ing and 8 helicopter loss- 
es over North Vietnam and 215 
fixed-wing and 420 helicopters in 


South Vietnam. 


The accklent^ttrition catego- 
ry includes 198 l^ed-^ving craft 
—fighters, bombers and trans- 
ports—and 727 helicopters. 


When asked about the heavy 
losses, the Pentagon counters 
that they're light in relation to 


World War II or Korean figures. 


J^atest Air Force 
statistics 
show the U.S. ia losing 2.18 
planes per thousand sorties, or 
individual flights, below Korea's 
3.5 per Thousand rate and less 
that! <Hie-fourth of the World 
War II rate. 9.5 per thousand. 


The United States ha.s sudden- 
ly lost large numbers to Com-

21 planes downed since last Au- 
gust compared with 39 in eifiht 
previous months.

Cong Rampage 
Wrecks Village; 
Kills Civilians 


SAIGON fAP) —Hundreds of 
Viet Cong rampaged through a 
South Vietnamese village early 
today with flamethrowers and 
gr«iades, inflictmg death and 
destruction, U.S. officials re- 
ported. 


The U.S. Mission said latest 
reports indicated that about 20 
persons were killed and 30 wei e 
wounded in Dak Song, about 130 
miles northeast of Saigon. 


First reports had said 300 per- 
sons were killed, which would 
have been the worst terrorist at- 
tack reported in the war. But 
Wilbur Wilson, the assistant di- 
rector of U.S. civil operations in 
the area, sakl later repcn-ts indi- 
cate tfiis figure "is much re- 
duced." 


Hemes Burned 


Wilson sakl the latest report 
was about 20 dead 
and 30 
wounded. He said 30 or 40 
homes were burned down by the 
attackers, who were estimated 
to number about 400 guerrillas. 


Wilson saki he assumed the 
hamlet was inhabited by Mon- 
tagnards. the mountain tribes- 
people who often fight under 
U.S. direction against the Viet 
Cong.

But Kennedy said he 
wants to see what happens be- 
fore the filing deadline in late 
March before he make.s any 
predictions about voting in his 
home state.

"I expect President Johnson 
to be renominated ai'd I wil! do 
everytliing I can tb'help him get 
re-elected," Kennedy said. How- 
ever, he has already ruled out 
the possibility that he would be- 
come a Massachuhctts primary 
stand-in for the Pre.ptident. 


Although he is not as vigorous 
a critic of Johnson'.s V'.elnam 
l)Osiiion as McCarthy, the Mas- 
sachusetts 
senator

Dr. Spöck Gets 
Arrested In N.Y.

NEW YORK iAP' — More 
than 1.000 antiwar demonstra- 
tors chanting 
"Peace 
now!" 
marched on the Whitehall induc- 
tion center in Lower Manhattan 
today, but failed to shut it down. 


Police arrested almost a third 
of them before the demonstra- 
tors dispersed after five hours. 


Among the first to be arrested 
was Dr. Benjamin Spöck, baby 
doctoi and a leader of the "Stop 
the Draft Week" demwistration. 
Poet Allen Gin.sberg also was 
arre.sted. 


Police set up a special office 
in the nearby Criminal Court« 
•building to handle those arrest- 
ed. Most were charged with dis- 
orderly conduct. 


After the arrests, some of the 
demonstrators 
continued 
to 
march quietly in the streets be- 
tween police baiTicades. The 
only injury appeared to be to a 
demonstrator whose head was 
Uecding as he was led away by 
police.

Inside the center. U. CM. 
James J. McPoland. the oom* 
mander, «aid operatkma w«re 
normal and he expected Üiem to 
continue that way.

Genevieve ^jold, a newcom­ 
er to television in the United 
States, gave a truly memorable 
performance at Joan, first as 
an eager country girl with a 
God-given mission to lead an 
army and save France, and, fi­ 
nally. as a mature and sophisti­ 
cated ghost returning to hear 
her friends and enemies Justify 
and defend the actions that car­ 
ried her to the burning— and to 
sainthood. 


Amid the fine performances 
of such theatrical giants as 
Maurice Evans as liie fanatic 
heretic hunter, Raymond Mas­ 
sey as the urbsne i^uisitor and 
Roddy McDowell as the silly 
dauphin. Miss Bujold, a Cana­ 
dian, was vividly effective. 


The playwright’t purpose was 
to examine, within the ditcipline 
of the Joan of Arc legend, the 
lenfrths to which men can be lad 
by expediency, supersiUtion and 
stubbornness. The movement of 
the drama from stage to tube 
lost none of Shaw’s bite and 
cynicism. It was a fine two 
hours.

He nuiy be turned over 
to his parents and receive pun­ 
ishment and oause no more 
trouble. 


"Then there is the cultural or 
environmental delinquent who 
is brought up in an anviron- 
mem where all sorts of crlma 
and immorality are prevalent 
These chUdren axe taught dis- 
rsspect for policemen and they 
accept the fact that it Is not 
wrong to ateal or break tha 


law, but the thing wrong is to 
get caught," 1m said. 


These children are brought 
to court but the greater num­ 
ber of this type never become 
rehabilitated but wind up in 
penitentiaries, conditioned for 
crime by the area they 
are 
brought up in. 


“The third group cotviiets of 
those from psychological condi­ 
tions for deliimuency at home. 
In Escanaba they acoount for 
the greater part of the prob­ 
lem. They may come from any 
home, the wealthiest or the 
poorest and 
religion 
has no 
bearing on it," the offkser said. 


There may be a drinking 
pn^lem in the home, lack of 
interest in the childrsn by the 
parents, and lack of love and 
affection. The parents do not 
help their children solve their 
problems. 


‘These childran neod advice 
to work out their own prob­ 
lems. They develop a lack of 
respect for their parents and 
by the time the police get them 
they iuive no respect for any- 
Isody. They will normally try 
to get into a group or gang and 
will go to extremes to follow 
the leader of the groiq> or 
gang," he said. 


“Primarily we must set a 
good example for our children 
as all childrMi 
are prone to 
imitate 
older 
children 
and 
adults. We must teach them 
respect for other people’s rights 
and toach them right from 
wrong," the polioa captain con­ 
cluded.

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Imitation Milk 


The V. S. Agriculture Department has announced 
that it will seek ideas from dairymen, milk handlers and 
consumers on what to do about the growing competition 
for fluid milk provided by “filled” or imitation milk. 


Filled milk is natural cows milk which has had in- 
ffi edients added and subtracted, usually by reduction of 
the animal butterfat and addition of vegetable oils, vi­ 
tamins, etc. Imitation milk is milk manufactured from 
chemicals. 


Jack Little of Cliatham, ^lichijran State University 
Extension dairyman in the Upner Peninsula, savs that 
imitation milk, spreading from the West to the Midwest, 
should impress the dairy industry that its milk should 
be priced to stress the value of its nonfat portion. Non­ 
fat dry milk is usually mixed with vegetable oils to pro­ 
duce filled milk. 


“Based unrealisticall.v as ft i.^ on butterfat,” says 
Little “our milk pricing system offers nonfat dry milk 
to tlie imitators at a bargain price. Traditionally butter- 
f?t w s tlie valuable part of milk; the skim and whev 
went to feed t he pigs. Times have changed . . . the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture reports worldwide sui*p1us 
of butterfat. being marketed under a host of subsidy 
pi o<rrams sDonsoi*ed by the governments involved. Sales 
of skim milk in 1966 wei-e up in the United States by 12 
per cent over a year earlier, even though per capita 
sales of fluid milk products declined. 


“It m av be that the dairy industry is encouraging 
the processing of imitation dair>" products by charging 
too miicli for butterfat, and too little for the nonfat por­ 
tion of its milk. It is essential that dairy industry people 
and tliose who work with them move now for a stronger 
self-help action program.”

Affected by the dispute are 35 
branch offices located in De­ 
troit, Pontiac, Fhnt, Grand Rap* 
ds, Saginaw, Bay City, Biluske- 
gon, Kalamazoo and Lansinf. 


In ito opinion, the supreme 
court said tiiat ‘‘this question 
should and can be determined 
in the trial court." 


A majority of four Justices 
held that defendants Secretary 
of State James Hare, Treasurer 
Sanford Brown wid Controller 
Glenn Allen should have another 
opportunity to ask the trial 
court to d ism ^ the suit. 


The dispute started in 1963 
when the Civil Service Commis­ 
sion held that operatioD of fee 
branch offices in the more pop­ 
ulous citie»—with managers ap­ 
pointed by ttie secretary of 
stete—was In violation of con- 
stitutkmal provisions that such 
poata should be filled on t h e 
civil service merit s y s t^ . 


Tlie Commission refused to | 
approve vouchers for salary pay- 
menta after June 30,1904. AB«i, 
at the request of Hare, approved 
the vDuctora for payment of I 
checka by the state treasury. 


T%e branch office iota, par* 
tknilarly the position ot mana­ 
ger, are a major source of po-1 
litical patnmage for the p a r^ 
in control of the aecretary of I 
state's office. 


Hare, a Democrat, haa ap-l 
pointed party faithful to the 
jobs. At times, Hare has i 
moved appointees who did notj 
work hard enough for the party. 


The appointed masiagcrs have | 
received their pay 
since 1964 
despite objections of civfl serv­ 
ice.

“If Simazine proves successful 
In increasing 
proteir. level of 
gome of the important cereal 
grains lik« wheat or rice,” says 
Ries, “the nutritional lev'e! of 
people in the devekiping nations 
could be increased accordingly.” 


And that, indicates the 1967 
President’s Report on the World 
Food PpoWem. is e«s«rtial. 


The re?x>rt quotes the general 
•ummary of tlie International 
Conference on the Prevention of 
Malnutrition in Preschool Chil­ 
dren: 


“Malnutrition 
in 
preschool 
ehildren is one of the world’s 
most feriottfi hecdth problems in 
developing areas. Not only is it 
killing and maiming children of 
today but also through physical, 
mental and emotional damage it 
will handicap the society of 
1984.” 


Ries says he and his cowork- 
mt bdieve the^’ have “a new 


approach to solving the prob­ 
lem.” 


More Protein 


Back in 1960, Ries noted that 
fruit trees treated with Simazine 
were greener than noi*mal and 
he set out to find the reason. 
That research developed into 
laboratory experiments and field 
trials. 


“Rate<> of l-16th to 
pound 
of Simazine per acre»less than 
one dollar’s worth — increased 
the total crude prc^n of most 
of the forage and seed crops we 
teiited,” he says. 


The chemical apparently only 
increases the protein content <rf 
i crops that are susceptible to the 
herbicide, Ries says. 


In other wcMxis, if high doses 
of Simazine were applied to 
the.se crops, they would die. But, 
by controlling the dosage, the 
protein level of susceptible crops 
can be increased. 


“We know that many oth^ 
chemical.'«, such as Atrazine, 
! Diuron and Terbacil, can cause 
similar increases of protein.” 
Ries says, “but we do not know 
which chemical is best for indi­ 
vidual crops. 


Seek Best ChemUcal 


“It seems likely that we could 
increase protein levels even 
more if we knew the best chem­ 
ical to apply and th beet w^ay 
of applying it.” 


Ries rays the Simazine in­ 
creases 
protein 
content by 
changing ^ e metabolism of the 
plant. 


“We d<M»*t really know exact­ 
ly how this happens,” he says, 
“btit we do know some of the 
changes that tiook place when 
these very low concentrations 
of Simazine were applied to r>e 
or oat plants in a laboratory-.
